' “The Rouch interests at Spring- 
ville have sold all of their hold- 
ings as fan as the sawmill opera- 
tion and logging is concerned to 
this company, with the exception 
of a ski project in the Camp 
Wishon area. ‘As far as we know 
at the present time, the mill will 
still be located at its present site 
and, of course, we will be logging 
the same timber that the Rouchs 
have been cutting for the past two 
years; namely, timber on the Tule 
Indian reservation. 

“We intend to make some im- 
provements beforé resuming op- 
erations which are necessary, such 
as the building of a new burner, 
the installing of a new log slip 
and, of course there will no doubt 
be numerous other repairs neces- 
sary, but on the whole, business 
will be carried on just about the 
same as in the past. 


“As far as we know, there will 
be no change in the working per- 
sonnel with the exception of a 
resident manager being appointed. 
At this time we do not know just 
who this will be. Of course, Joe 
Elliott will also be connected with

LOGGING TRUCKS 


Logs from the lumbering: op- 
eration on the Tule River Indian 


i Reservation will before long be 


going into the Springville mill, 
formerly operated by Roch Saw- 
mills, Ltd., via Pigeon creek and 
the old fire trail leading down 
to the former CCC camp site above 
Springville, it was reported today. 

In this way use of the section 
of the Porterville - Springville 
highway east of Bartlett park by 
the big logging trucks will be 
ended. The state highway de- 
it is understood, has 
objected to the heavily laden 
trucks. 

For the time being, however, it 
will be necessary to use the Reser- 
vation - Bartlett Park - Springville 
route, while the upper section of 
Pigeon creek, which flows into 
South Tule in the Reservation, is 
logged off. Then the new road 
will be cut up Pigeon creek, as 
proposed a number of years ago, to 
meet the fire trail put in by Se- 
quoia Forest. Some logs have been 
brought out over the fire trai] the 
past winter. 

There have been numerous re- 
ports that abandonment of the 
Tule River Indian Reservation is 
‘in the works” at the Sacramento 
Indian Agency, which has charge 
of the reservation, but these could 
not be confirmed this week. The 
logging operation now being car- 
ried out will last five more years 
at least, ‘it is estimated, and it is 
not considered probable the reser- 
vation will be abandoned in that 
time. 

No timber is being cut on the 
reservation this week, and Cecil 
Ballinger, timber agent for the 
Sacramento agency, is taking ad- 
vantage of the lay-off to super- 
vise burning of the slash left by 
the logging crews. When cutting 
is resumed, it will be under direc- 
tion of the Mt. Whitney Lumber 
Co., Which operates the huge mill 
at Johnsondale.
